There must be some taboo against getting to know ourselves. For 
instance, “The National Geographic Magazine” has aiways printed 
photographs of naked people from far away islands or from the 
continent of Africa but has banned such pictures of so-called civilized 
people 

During the years students spend at Sacramento State College they will 
spend time studying people and cultures from all parts of the globe, but 
they will spend very little time, if any, studying themselves as 
individuals. They will be encouraged to study the governments of other 
countries and even our own national and state government. However, 
they will rarely be encouraged to study their own local or campus 
government 

Although it is probably an oversight caused by the ivory-toweristic 
nature of the college, at times it appears to be an active plot to keep 
students from learning anything that will actually change them as 
individuals 

Education should not be mistaken as a synonym for awareness. The 
fact that a student knows the history of Peru from beginning to end 
does not mean that he won't be taken by some door-to-door salesman 

While not putting down the study of Peru, alternative education 
would like to suggest that students spend some time thinking about 
who they are and where they are 

A.E. would like to leave most of the “educating” to the various 
departments on the campus and concentrate on developing awareness 
In keeping with that idea, A-E. will be offering a class in the Fall called 
“Committees.” It is hoped that this will encourage some students to 
take an interest in the power structure of their own campus. The fact 
that the class will be accredited should make it easier on students who 
for whatever reason, must continue to accumulate credits 

Many of the most important decisions made on this campus are made 
by. the Committees of the Academic Senate. In line with the current 
national trend to give students more voice in the internal affairs of the 
college, these committees have one or more student members. Thus, 
during the past year, students have had a voice in choosing a new 
academic Vice-President, Dean of Students, Dean of the School of Arts 
and Sciences; a voice in G.E. requirements, campus planning, academic 
affairs, and many others. 

So, while some students just complain about things like GE. 
requirements, others are working within the committee system to make 
changes. Only a few students will actually be appointed by the 
student-body president to serve on these committees, but by finding 
out who has been appointed and what power the various committees 
have, you as a student can have heavy influence as wel.. 

Since the students are a minority on all of these committees, one 
might well ask the question “Do students really have any power on the 
committees?” The answer is “Yes.” 

The assumption that the faculty will be voting as a bloc against the 
student’s interests is almost always a false one. Very often the facuity 
committee members will be evenly split on an issue and at those times 
the students can greatly influence the outcome with their votes. 
Beyond voting, most committees seem to listen closely to the views of 
their student members. Chances are, a student’s ideas will be accepted 
or rejected on their own merit 

Obviously the committee system has its flaws, but at least students 
can influence campus committees in a way that would never be able to 
influence the more powerful committees of state or national 
government. No matter what your political beliefs, working through 
these committees can make changes. A rapid evolution may not be 
much different than a slow revolution. If changes haven't been very 
rapid up to now, perhaps it’s because you haven't been participating 

The Alternative Education Committee will spend the semester looking 
into the committee system. We'll try to bring some of the more 
important issues to the attention of the student body. Whether you are 
intending to serve on a committee later or just want to better your 
understanding of how to effect the power structure of the campus, the 
A.E. class may be of great value 

This class and others will be offered either at the A.E. table during 
registration in the gym or later through the Hornet newspaper. If you 
have ideas or questions during the summer, please leave your name and 
phone number with the secretary in the ASSSC office

Their present contract 
expired on April 20th, 1971 and 
is being extended on a 24-hour 
basis until July 14, in hopes that 
management will begin to deal 
with what union official Ed 
Taggart, Sacramento local 9421, 
called the “inequitable and less 
than a living wage” pay scale 
presently offered. 

Union officials have accused 
the Company of bargaining in bad 
faith first because their last wage 
increase offer was below the 1968 
settlement percentage. Secondly, 
because there are indications that 
the company is gearing up for a 
strike and hoping to maintain 
business as usual by using students 
as strike-breakers 

Although the labor bargaining 
team will make every effort to 
avoid a strike, they stress that 


they will not accept a settlement 
that will duplicate the ‘68 results 
According to the Union, workers 
have actually had a net loss in pay 
since ‘68 because of the rise in the 
cost of hving 


Fd Taggart stated that possible 
company plans of looking to the 
unemployed student population 
for temporary employees was 
discussed at a national labor 
convention in Kansas, and it 
appears that it will be a 
nation-wide effort. Members of 
the Sacramento local are 
appealing to students not to 
provide the scab labor force that 
will strengthen management’s 
position, should the stnke occur 
on the 14th of this month. Fay 
Bell , represe:ting the company’s 
traffic division, said that they will
